Two hundred and twenty-seven 
local improvement districts, compris¬ 
ing the settled areas of the province 
of Alberta, wound up their affairs on 
November 15, when the rural munici¬ 
pality uct, passed by the last legis¬ 
lature, because operative. The change 
involves a 'W'nj'lcte-^erisioL- of tW 
map of AlberUk in th« government of 
the fanning communities. 

Fifty-six rural municipalities have

been entrusted with wide powers of 
self-government. In addition there 
will be 110 districts with the limited 
powers previously granted to smaller 
communities. Nominations for coun¬ 
cillors of the rural municipalities will 
be made on December 2, the elections 
taking place a week later. Nomin¬ 
ations and elections will take place in 
January in the district where the 
residents have not taken advantage of 
1 the act.

By instructions of the Hon. Minister 
of Agriculture a distribution of super¬ 
ior sorts of grain and potatoes will be 
mads during the coming winter au<i 
spring to Canadian farmers. The 
samples for general distribution will 
consist of spring wheat (,6 lbs.), white 
oats (4 lbs.), barley (6 lbs.), aud field 
peas (6 lbs.). These will be sent ntit 
from Ottawa. A distribution of potu 
toes (in 8 lb. samples) will be carried 
on from several of the experimental 
farms, the Central Farm at Ottawa 
supplying only the provinces of On¬ 
tario aud Quebec. All samples will be 
sent free, by mail.

Applicants must give particulars in 
regard to the soil on their farms, and 
some account of their experience with 
such kinds of grain (or potatoes) as 
they have g^vvs, so that'a promising 
sorb for their conditions may be 
selected.

The Fraser Valley 

Mr. G. L McDonnell, a prospector 
of western reputation has Just return¬ 
ed to Edmo.rton from British Colum¬ 
bia where he was sent .by an English 
syndicate to report upon the mining 
poselbilities jf the new country open¬ 
ed up hy the progress of be Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway. He walked 
from Mile 140 to Mile 63 over the 
grade of th“ main line and reported 
that silver and lead are plentiful, also 
that copper showed strong out-crop¬ 
pings and that gold had bjeen heard of. 
He further stated tint between 4,000 
and 6,000 men were working in the 
Fraser Vali.’y on the new line. 

"The Fraser Valley," Mr. McDon¬ 
nell observed, "Ik the most beautiful 
and Interesting of the two routes 
through the Canadian Rockies. It 
is wider and more expansive than the 
panorama in the Kicking Horse Pass. 
On the southern side of the river the 
mountains are sgpie distance off, their 
snow-clad peaks silhuettlng the sky¬ 
line and shutting out the Cariboo coun¬ 
try beyond On the other side of the 
stream here and there threatened by 
the tumbling river of many rapids 
which suddenly divert Its bending way 
for 20 or 30 miles to the northward, 
are expanses of timber all billowing 
and surging up from the 50 by 50 mile 
plains until they reach the railway 
grade, jump >t. and climb the moun¬ 
tains in th Jr course until they re¬ 
cede into - the barrenness beyond the 
timber lines.”

He explains he is so much 
accustonifd to adverse criticism In 
his efforts to arouse the nation to the 
sense of Its unpreparedness for war 
as not to reseni in anyway the at¬ 
tacks of bis opponents, but neverthe¬ 
less he fe'qls bound to answer what 
he describes as a complete miscon¬ 
struction by the Guardian of the sal¬ 
ient passage in his speech; It Is true, 
he says, I pointed out thq striking pro¬ 
cess by 'which Germany developed 
from a loose coterie-of petty federated 
states to p united Empire whlcn 
arouses the admiration of the wo-’iJ 
today. Du' to suggest 1 am urging 
upon England that It should be her 
policy first to arm herself belter than 
Germany and-then make war on Ger¬ 
many with or without,just cause or 
ever 'quarrel simply because England 
thinks hersslf at that moment able to 
win a war, .is a suggestion so strange 
and so repugnant to mv mind, that I 
am utterly at a loss to understand 
how It coulj attributed to me or elicit¬ 
ed from my speech. My whole 
speech w.ub directed, as are all my 
efTorts. to . Impressing on- the fellow 
countrymen the terrible danger- in¬ 
volved In the present situation In 
which we alone find ourselves. A 
nation uptralned unprepared and un¬ 
armed amid a Europe In which every 
people, not only the great powers 
Ilka Russia, Girmany nnd France, but 
the smaller states, Bulgaria, Servia. 
Greece, Norway, Sweden and Den¬ 
mark stand as armed nations provid¬ 
ing Balkan fcrces, which while it 
sfrtngtnens each one of them physic¬ 
ally Industrially, makes for peace with 
honor or for triumph of right.

Thjs lessor. Is recorded also U 
Mutt, xvt and Luke lx, and we wUU. 
cdr.t-lder It with the harmony-of ths 
gospels befo'e us. Mimpilss-in his 
harmony sayij that this is the first 
Particular prediction concerning th« 
rejection; the death and the raeurrec* 
tinr of the phrist and was probably 
amirt from the multitude and Is th# 
first key opposed to the leaven of ths 
Pharisees. Matthew and Mark say 
that He ha. 1 come into tfie coasts or 
towns of Caesarea Phlljppl, and Luke 
adds that He wub alone prayjng. His 
disciples being with Him. We shall 
see In the next lesson Hiat He was 
praying also at the time of His trails- 
figuration Luke ix, 18. 29). Luke re¬ 
cords other instances of His praving 
in chapters Hi, 21; Tl„ 12; xl, 1; xxltl. 
41: xxll, 34. He ever talked with His 
Father In h'-xven with the same reali¬ 
sation of His presence as that of tha 
people iitjou' Him. 

People talked about Him and had 
their opinions as they have today, 
The Pharisees who believed In a resur¬ 
rection thought that He might b* 
John the Bantlst or Elijah or Jeremiad 
o- one of 'he prophets at which no 
doubt, the Sadducees sdbffed, for they 
did not bell ive In resurrection or spir¬ 
it., .but the Pharisees confessed both 
(Acts xxlll, 8). His next question Is 
the on.- that should lay hold of our 
hearts. Whom say ye that I am? or 
as He par It to the Pharisees at an¬ 
other time What think ye of 
Christ? (Matt. xxll. 42). 

It should cot so much concern tn* 
what others say. but what does my 
heart say, what is Ho to me person¬ 
ally? Simon Peter, generally ths 
spokesman, answered. Thou art ths 
Christ, the Son of the living God 
(verso 29; Matt, xvi, 16). See bis 
similar testimony la John vl, 69 and 
that of Martna In John xl. 27. Can I 
look upon Him with His eyes as a 
flame of flro searching me through 
and Yl ,through- and say, O Lord, thou 
art to me'ih. risen living Christ, my 
personal Saviour. If no, then bless- 
ed am I, for our Father has taught 
me by His spirit (Matt. xvi. 17). Ths 
words translated Peter and rock In 
Matt, xvi, 39. arc not quite the same, 
the first signifying u piece of rock 
easily moved and the other a solid 
rock Immovable. The rock founda¬ 
tion Is the great truth that Jesus U 
God, and other foundation can no tutin 
l^y (l.Cor. Hi, 11; Acts Iv, 12). 

The church bufl^ on thlB and orl'Hla 
great atonement as God can never be 
moved The company of all true 
believers In Him constitutes this 
church, and all else must come to 
naught Peter was given the keys 
of the kingdom, not of the church, 
and the church Is not the kingdom, 
but the heavenly center of It: From 
that time and repeatedly He began to 
fell thorn tha.t nt the hands of the 
elders, chief priests and Hcrlbes He 
must suffer many things, be rejected 
and killed and after three days rise 
again (versos 31; ix, 31; x, 33. *4); 
but although to us seemingly so plain. 
His disciples did not- receive these 
sayings, not even Peter and John, and 
It Is written concerning them that up 
to the time o' His actual resurrection 
from the dead they knew not the 
Scripture that He must rise from 
the dead (Jilin xx, 9).. They had not 
received the message of the prophets 
that the Messiah must suffer, die, h* 
burled and rise again, though we can 
see It plainly In such passages as Ps. 
xxll; Isa. 1111; Dan. ix, 26; Zech. xll, 
10; xfll 6-7. Peter therefore said that 
He should not speak of suffering: 
Be It far from Thee, Lord. This shall 
not be unto Thee. Pity thyself 
(Matt, xvi, 22 and margin). Mark 
our Lord’s reply and note that what 
is not of God is of the devil and is 
an offense to God. 

Believers are eltffqr a sweet savor 
of Christ or-salt that has lost Its sav¬ 
or. There 's no room for self In a 
disciple of Christ. It must be always 
a denial of «elf, taking up the cross 
dally and following Him; always de¬ 
livered 3info death for Jesus sake, that 
the life, of Jesus may be manifest It. 
ub; reckoning ourselves dead unto sin 
and alive unto God (II Cor. tv, 10, 11; 
Rom. vl. 31). There is no cross of 
gob’ or Jet or jewels or flowers seen 
In Scripture, but only a cruel cross of 
death. ■ 

It means crucified to the world and 
the world *o ns, seeing Jesus only, 
To one life means business to another 
his profession, to another pleasure, to 
another this or that great scheme, 
philanthropic perhaps or Just to make 
money, but one who is right with God 
says, “To me to live Is Cellist.'’ Hs 
does not ask us to suffer with Him 
without setting before us the glory of 
the kingdom to which He has called 
(I Thesk. 11, 12; 11 Thess 11, 14; I 
Pet v, 10), and to which He refers In 
-verses 38 of our lesson and which w* 
shall see more clearly In next week’s 
study of the transfiguration, nnd to 
which the last verse of this lesson 
(Mark lx, 1) clearly belongs.

Governor Wilson, of New Jersey, is 
Elected President of ths United 
States to Succeed Wm. H. Taft, by 
an Overwhelming Majority—Inter 
eat In Great Britain. - 

New York.—Woodrow Wilson was 
elected president and Thonias R. 
Marshall vice-president by an etyctor- 
al majority which • challenged com¬ 
parison with the year In wh'ch Hor¬ 
ace M. Gref- y was defeated by Grant. 
Until now, that year has always been 
the standard of comparison for disas¬ 
trous defeats, but the downffi.ll of the 
Republican tarty this year run* It a 
close second. 

The Republican party Is wiped off 
the map. Nearly everywhere Taft 
ran third, with Roosevelt capturing a 
large majority of the old Republican 
votes, and In many states Taft’s voteB 
were almost negligible. 

New York- gave Wilson a plurality 
over Taft O' about 205,000. Wilson's 
vote In tHe state was 698.000. Taft’s 
494,000. and Roosevelt’s 419,000. 

The Democratic majority In the 
house of representatives will not be 
less than 160 and the United States 
senate, wttt probably be Democratic 
also. "'The Democrats swept New 
York, electing Senator Sulzer govern¬ 
or, with Hedges running gecond au j 
Straus a poor third. 

Not only that but for the first time 
since the organization of the Repub¬ 
lican party the Democrats will get the 
electoral vote of Maine. 

Wilson goes Ihto office with heavy 
Democratic Congressmen behind him, 
and assurances are that the next Sen¬ 
ate will be made up of men of his 
party, who will be able to force 
through th? measures to which It is 
pledged. 

Wilson carried victory with Demo¬ 
cratic Congressmen and Senators; he 
even carried the following States, all 
of which were carried by Bryan four 
yearc ago: Alabama, Kentucky, Ne¬ 
braska, Carolina, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Nevada, Tenressee, Florida, Maryland, 
North Carolina. Texas. Georgia, Mis¬ 
sissippi, Oklahama and Virginia.

London.—Bulgaria is giving the 
broken Turkish army no time to re¬ 
cuperate. In accordance with the 
tactics adopted throughout the war, 
‘Bulgarians i.re following up the de¬ 
feated Turkish army with extraordin¬ 
ary eneitgy. Flying columns are 
pushing along‘the sea coast towards 
Tschatalja lines and It Is believed 
that the main attack will be delivered 
at any time: I' , *--> s- 

CoustanUiiciiie appears to have lost 
hope of stemming the victorious ad¬ 
vance even at Tschatalja, and the 
Turkish court Is ready to cross into 
Asia. 

Apparently, however, the Bulgarian 
Government has no aspirations on 
Constantinople itself and would be 
ready to conclude pence provided Tnr; 
kev will agree to surrender Adrian-' 
ople and so ne other positions In the 
western theatre of war and give a 
guarantee to bring no more reinforce¬ 
ments from Asia. 

The Porte shows no disposition as 
ve» to treat ifor peace.direct with the 
a Ufa's, and until the big Tschatalja 
battle has been fought, the diplomat¬ 
ic situation is not likely to be chang¬ 
ed. 

What will happen then. It Is impos¬ 
sible to forsee.-the only thing certain 
being that the European concert 
which is no* too harmonious will be 
faced by th? most difficult and thorny 
task of settling trivial claims of the 
many aspira -ts for Turkish territory. 

Albania forms the crux of the posi¬ 
tion. It Is stated that an- attempt by 
Servia to encroach on Albanl will be 
regarded by Austria as a casus belli. 
On the other hand Servla declares 
that a port 6.1 the Adriatic is a matter 
of life and death for her and she falls 
to see why her presence there should 
be 1 detrimental to the interests of any 
other, power 

Further. Servla argues she would 
onlv regain what, belonged to her be¬ 
fore the downfall of the Servian Em¬ 
pire when Adriatic seaports were 
flourishing Servian towns. 

The Constantinople correspondent 
of the Dally Chronicle sends the fol¬ 
lowing: 

’ At any moment the storm may 
break and involve us In the red ruin 
of massacre and outrage. Soon Con¬ 
stantinople itself wUl be surrounded. 
All the discordant elements of the 
population, Turks, Armenians, Greeks, 
Kurds and heterogenous, mass of Eur¬ 
opeans will be crushed together Into 
a seething congerle of panlo-strlcken 
humanity and all the old hatreds will 
blaze Into scorching flames. 

For five hundred yehrs the Turk has 
lorded It over the Infidel. The last 
hours of t.fiat ascendancy. It la feared, 
may be dyed In blood. We had a 
foretaste of what Is to come In the 
ppws from Rodosto. Thither came 
hands of Nazl.n Pasha’s broken force, 
driven from Lule Burgas by the vic¬ 
torious Bulgarians. Their thin ven¬ 
eer of European civilization vanished 
like mist fa thp morning sunlight. A 
pepne of horror followed. The town 
was given up to massacre, outrage 
and pillage It was set on fire In 
seven places. Children were hurled 
into the rasing flames. 

In their agony of fear many tried 
to get Into the open sea In boats, any¬ 
where from these human wolves. In 
some cases the boatmen were mas¬ 
sacred . In others those who trusted 
to. the sea found a merciful death be¬ 
neath the waves. 

The victorious msrch of the Bul¬ 
garian army results in similar scenes 
wherever the Turks anticipate the 
coming of the enemy. 

The arrival of the foreign cruisers 
has exasperated the Moslems who 
consider It evidence that the city 
will be occupied by foreign troops. 
The government exercises no moral 
authority and murders in the Greek 
and Jewish quarters occur dally. 

Conditions In Syria are alarming; 
Cathollck are suffering most. The 
Governor of Smyrna seems unable to 
control the people. 

Many officers nre hiding fa Con¬ 
stantinople fearing to go to the front. 
Everyone Is laying In supplies of wa¬ 
ter Great alarm has been caused by 
the report that 25.000 Kurds from Asia 
Minor firs marching on Constanti¬ 
nople.

During the 
latter half of the erop year of 1912- 
1913 the Argentine, Australian and In¬ 
dian wheat crops arrive at harvest 
the larger portion of their production 
coming on the market during the six 
moDthg from Jan. 1st to July 1st, 
These three countries are the next 
largest exporters after the three 
northern countries meVltloned above, 
and if In their ensuing season their 
crops Increase In yield in the same 
way as the crops of Russia, 'the Unit¬ 
ed States and Canada have done, then 
tbefe will be a carry over world’s sur¬ 
plus of wheat much larger than there 
has been for. some years past, and the 
effect of this surplus of supply over 
requirements must work firthe direc¬ 
tion .of easiness In prices sooner or 
later. We never write pessimisti¬ 
cally about the prospect for wheat 
prices If we can help it, and so while 
under the conditions here mentioned 
we do npt see any prospect for Im¬ 
portant advance over the present level 
of prices, we would point out that al¬ 
though the world's, production of wheat 
has so lny eased as to make the crop 
year of 1912-1913 to carry the record 
yield (If Argentine, Australia and In¬ 
dian crops do not meet with some 
catastrophe before they are secured), 
the world's consumption of wheat has 
also Increased, and Is continually In¬ 
creasing. and the increased demand is 
a prop to prices.- This leads us to 
think that present prices of wheat are 
on about a fair commercial basis, and 
that although under the influence -of 
speculative short selling we may see 
them go a little lower, we will not see 
them stay down. Speculative trad¬ 
ing has a great deal to do in shaping 
prices and there Is this year s peculiar 


HOME RULE BILL 


Facts Demonstrating Growth 
Swift Cui rent, Sask.—The start 
made by the engineers' department of 
Swift Current In the matter of street 
paving along Eleventh Avenue is re¬ 
garded quite generally as marking one 
more Important advance In the town's- 
development.

R and O.T.P., both of which rail¬ 
ways will have two lines running out 
of Swift Current. • Recent statistics 
of 'building permits In proportion to 
population place Swift Current third 
amongst all the cities and towns fa 
the- Dominion. This fact alone 
should be conclusive as to the activity 
now taking place. Swift Current Is 
the centre of three million acres of 
the richest grain growing land In the 
West; and reference to recent statis¬ 
tics will show that this Is the largest 
Initial wheat-shipping point fa the 
world. Swift Current has an assured 
future. 


Several Amendments Agreed to in 
British House of Commons 

London.—In the proceeding in the 
house of commons on the home rule 
bill on clause eleven, providing for a 
Joint session of both houses of the 
Irish parliament in the event of a dis¬ 
agreement, an amendment was agreed 
to limiting'th. operation of the clause 
to public bills. 

An amendment requiring all public- 
bills to be sent to the Irish senate at 
least one 'month before the end of the 
session was also agreed to. 

A third amendment to exclude from 
the operation of the clause any bill af¬ 
fecting the qualification of the Irish 
parliamentary electors of -the right to 
vote at anv parliamentary election, 
was rejected by 260 to 120. 

Sir Harry Samuel moved an amend¬ 
ment to exempt any bill which effect¬ 
ed the constitution of either house 
of Irish parliament or their relation- 
to each other fa the constitution which 
they are setting up. The new Irish 
constitution should not suffer as the 
Imperial parliament was now suffering 
under'a weakened upper chamber, he 
said. The amendment was defeated 
of 314 to 190. 


American immigration to Canada 

Ottawa.—An interesting analysis of 
the American immigration to Canada 
for the past year has been made by 
the department of the Interior. Slx- 
ty-nlne per cent of the settlers from 
the States were naturalized American 
citizens, while no less than thirty-one 
per cent hal never taken out natural¬ 
ization papers. 

The total Immigration from the re¬ 
public- was 133,710 and of these 19.- 
884. or 14 per cent were returned Can¬ 
adians. One per cent of the other 
nationalities had not taken out papers 
as Americans. There were English, 
3,680; Scotch, 1,399; Irish, 936; Or¬ 
mans, 32,929; Finns, 23,811; Swedes 
3,707; Norwegians, 1,972.

Berlin.—At a meeting of the Berlin 
Medical 8ociety, Dr. Frederick 
Friedmann anqounced the discovery 
of what he believed to be a practical 
cure for evry form of tuberculosis. 
He exhibited cured patients and de¬ 
clared that lie had treated 682 cases 
by his method with almost lnvarlpbly 
complete cures. 

Prominent physicians attested to 
successes bv this method.in their own 
own practice. t . .

Ottawa.—An expert board to advise 
the marine and fisheries department 
regarding the fishing Industry gener¬ 
ally is being considered by Vie minis¬ 
ter. The '-lea Is to have all branch¬ 
es of the fishing Industry---deep sea 
coast and lake and rivers—represented 
on an advisory board which would 
meet regular'y and deal first hand with 
quef-tiona affecting the fisheries. Leg¬ 
islation along that line is anticipated 
at the coming session.

Prairie, Alta., has sent Robert Hay,, 
a leading g~aln dealer, a number df 
samples of grain grown in the Peace 
River dtstrlct. They are all pro.

FATTENING SHEEP. 


Feeds Suitable For the Economical 
Production of Mutton. 

Experiments carried on at the va¬ 
rious stations show tbat there are 
many feeds suitable for fattening 
sheep. Tbe question aa to tbe value 
of corn will naturally arise In tbe 
minds of tbe farmers of tbe middle 
west, says the Orange Judd Farmer. 

Tbe Mlcblgnn. Wisconsin and Min¬ 
nesota ^stations carried on a series of 
experiments,

At the Iowa station lambs fed corn 
silage showed almost as good gsins as 
wben fed mangels and at a lower cost. 
At Wisconsin experiments showed that 
rap* pasture was more valuable than 
blue grass. Tbe lambs not only did 
better when on this pasture, but con¬ 
tinued to do better when confined to 
a feeding lot. Tbe Wyoming station 
found that lambs pastured on field peas

Corn Is the best grain for fattening 
sheep. On -the western ranges barley 
takes the place of corn. Wheat la 
worth teas than corn, as It produces 
growth rather than fat. Wheat screen¬ 
ings when of good quality are about 
as valuable as corn wben fed with 
alfalfa bay. Oats are excellent, tend¬ 
ing to produce growth. They should 
be uiixed with com. 

Tbe concentrates eneh ss cotton¬ 
seed meal, gluten feed and the like 
may be fed at times If mixed with 
com or other grain. Field peas and 
soy beans are rich In prqteln. In com¬ 
mon with other concentrates, they 
should tie mixed with corn. 

Clover, alfalfa and eowpens are about 
equal for fattening Inmb*. though al¬ 
falfa Is somewhat superior to clover. 
Corn fodder properly cured I* also a 
valuable roughage. Roots of all kinds 
are relished and perform a valna hi* 
function lo stimulating the apiietlte, 
especially in the winter mouths. Equal¬ 
ly valuable wllb roots In silage, tbe 
possibility of producing silage on the 
average farm should make It s valu¬ 
able part of thv ration when sbeep are 
to be fed.
